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INTRODUCTION

In Asia started in 1970 • Since then, the "state of the 
art" of population education is periodically assessed 
in Regional Consultative Seminars suchzas those brgah- 
izsed by the UNESCO Regional Office in 1975 in Chiangmai 
and Bahgkakj Thailand; in 1978 in Manlla^._Jhilippin^ 
and in 1982 at the UNESCO JLeg±<mai^ Bangkok 
Erbm 1982 tio^ 1986^ it is assumed that there would be 
many Jdevelopments and trends from which different coun- 
try programmes can learn from each other. They have 
encountered new problems and splutipns to some of those 
problems Jiay riot always be easy. This Regional Consul- 
tatlve Sendriar iSi .thexisfdre^^ cihyeM invalu- 
able ixpSrieiices and- to io-iperattw develop strate- 
gies of actions to meet emerging needs and requirements.

In 1980^ 
about 800 mlllibh pebple c a eartJi were livings in a 
state _bf .Absolute- poverty _ ^ i cbnditlbn jibt only of 
low Jbnco^ but malnutrition, inadequate clothing and 
shelter, poor health and lack of ^dtication. The 1980 
World Bank report states that about 400 million in Asia 
lived in absolute poverty, mainly in India and 
Bangladesh •

The poor pbeple agonize largely because they do not 
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see good reasdris for the discreSaucy. Hr . _ Makaglahsar 
then, explained tJiat relative 4)ovirty is not only at 
the individuai level but at th^ level as well^ 

He quoted Paul Harrison *s example of Canada and 
Indonesia around 1970 » **A newborn Canadian could expect 
to live 73 yearsj the newborn liidbhesiah only 48 years. 
The Indonesian child had a one iiL three _chahce_ dfL going 
to schoDl^ - the Canadian- nb__chance of avoiding it^ 
The average adult Canadian had eight or nine years of 
schooling* the average Indonesian eight months. The 
Ct radian ate 98 Rrams of protein per day, most of that 
meat* The Indonesian got only 43 grams ^ almost all 
vegetable. Some 35^000 Indonesians had tx> share one 
ddctbr^ against only 67Q Canadians ^ Mi Canadians had 
access to clean water, but only one Indonesian in six- 
teen'*. 

Mr, Makagiansar theii went on to say that in 
view of the adverse effects of unplanned, population 
growth » UNESCO 's interest goes beyond merely- doing 
thebfeticaL resMrch_ ta 1^ the population 

debate, but more important to help launch programme 
such as population education, which has been recognized 
as one intervention strategy for the enhancements of 
^bple*s quality of life. He pointed o^t inter alia ^ 
UNESCO ' s commitment. iiL promoting ind _^trehgthehing 
pbpulatloit education ^_f or _ex£kmp^ the Senerai_ Confer- 
ence of IINESGO at its Twenty-third Session adopted a 
resolution on population education. He also under- 
scored two' basic problems of education in the region, 
i.e. unlversalizatibh of primary educatibn and the 

eradlcatioG bf . illiteracy j^hlct . are _1^ due to 

rapid population grdwtfii^ 5e point e^ out that education 
could contribute greatly towards curtailing population 
growth as studies in the region have shotm^ by and 
large, ^hat there is an inverse relationship between 
level of educatibh arid fertilit:y. Mr. Makagiansar drew 
the special atteritibri bf the SeMnar _tb_cbhsider sbmei 
other, dimensibns of_ pbpulatibiL 4>fbbiems such as aging, 
urbanizatiotk and adolesced problems, 
as possible areas for population education.

He said it is easier to measure the 
success of family pLannlhg^ .programme^ He, however, 
believes that family population education 

programmes jimst_ be carried out as to complement each 
other. Finally, he stressed that in our ehdeavdurs 
to raise the people's quality of life in terms of ma- 
terialistic aspect K such must hot be done at the ex- 
pense of the psychological aspects.

From the country papers, outstanding develop- 
ment trends, problems and issues: were crystalizedt 
and discussed at length. The problem areas are dis- 
cussed in Chapter Three under 12 broad headings, which 
are summarized below: 

^ National population and educational p olicies , 
in many countries, populatidn educatidh is merely a 
project, and is liilRed mdre with the population policy 
rather than the national educati6h_goalSi Hence, its 
status tends to remain ad hod and tenuous. 
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Awareness aiid cbmltment , Iii some countries, 
there is a. ^ap in the commitment of educationists 
vis-a-'Vis. these of pal£cy_ makers. .Where the cbnuniimeht 
of the latter is '»^nt±ng,^^ adequate, resoiii for the 
programffle have not alleys been made available • 



Planning aiid manageiiient * j lii nwst countries, 
project directors are often specialists iii certain dis- 
ciplines Ce^gi_sbctal_sciehce>_sciehce+ educat with 
few sldiis in scientific maMgement^ a^ 
population education programmes are not well managed. 

Expaiisibii of core laessages of^ population educ a^ 
tion^ _ _ The Seminar assumed that for the remaiiiiiig years 
of the iwehtieth century^ SLome developing countries 
of the region would approxt^ even 
transcend the population stability threshold; fhese 
cbuiitries are, therefore, likely to be confronted with 
hew dimehsiohs of the pppulatidii problem including the 
Interactive relatibhship bf pbpulatibii j dyiiaiaicsj aiid 
development^ which affects pibple^s_ quality of life, 
preservation of faS^iy itfe_ concerns^ adolescent 
fertility-related problems, agings S^gratibn and urban- 
izatibh. Hence, the iieed to iiiclude population educe- 
tibh messages bii such pbpiilatibii-related problem areas. 

Adaptattbn bf materials .^ Many prbtbtype ma- 
terials developed at the regional a^^ national levels 
are iiot always used at the grass roots ievei,- largely 
because siich materials have liot been adapted to meet 
the heeds peculiar tb different sdcib-cultural settings.

salization of primary- education and eradication bf il- 
literacy remain two of the greaitest prbhiems bf educa- 
tibii jiii the regioii. It has also been found that, by 
ahd large, the people's level of education and fer- 
tility rates are ihversely related, j aiid that illite- 
rates tend be poor and are likely tb have larger 
sized families. It ta^ therefore^ hoped to integrate 
population education in the Asia-Pacific Prbgfamme of 
Educatibii for All (APPEAL). 
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Sunvmrg and recormendationB 

- ^ Training 

programmes in population education have been gdiiig bii. 
However, there is a dearth of edst-ef f ectivehess 
studies that could serve as guides for the choice of 
the most appropriate training schemes. 

- ^ impieiiientatioB process * There are very rare 
instances when the prooesB aspects of programme imple- 
mentation are documented. Cbhsequehtly , emerging coun- 
try programmes tend to proceed by trial and error Just 
as the more advanced prbgramiaes did. 

- Role of untversities * The universities could 
be a useful source of knowledge and expertise of popu- 
lation education. However, this has lidt always been 
sd ill maiiy countries, partly because population educa- 
tibh is at times not seen by the university cbmmuhity 
as being in cons dnance with the traditional university 
orientation to excellence in research and academic 
pursuits. 

Research and evaluative studies . In many couh- 
triesi population content is hot based bh good research. 
Likewise^ itis difficult for pdpttiattbh education in 
many countries to show the effects and impact of the 
programme due to inadequate evaluative studies. In 
come cduntries, there are many basic research papers 
in dembgraphy, popiilatibh studies and pbpulatibh- 
related fields 5 but these are hot fully utilized by 
pbpulatioh educators. 

countries, there are three main problems in regards 
tb pbpulatibii educatibh dbcumehtatibh. Firsts text- 
books and other materials acq^ are hot being catar 
logued and brgahized systematically. Secbhd, there 
is a lack of skills to transform materials. Third, 
there is no systematic mechanism for information net- 
working or resource sharing to facilitate dissemination 
and use bf ihfbrmatibh by the intended target audience.

Since 1970, more countries have launched popu- 
lation education programmes. At the starts young coun- 
try programmes profited f rbm the experiences dJL ad- 
vanced programmes. As programmes are launched and im- 
plemented^ _ibiMiit±^rA^ are new or bid, they 
contimte imioviL^^^ and renovating. From 1982 to 1986, 
many developments, trends, problems and issues gave 
rise to new needs and requirements . Each country has 
tried to cope with those problems - sometimes s_u^^ 
fully and at times with a certain degree of 
frustration. 



In this Chapter, the highlights^ of the country 
experiences, especially since the 1982 Regional Consul- 
tative Seminar are presented. In general i the cpuhtry 
experiences made reference to _ii)_±lie_ JjicJigrbund of 
the prograomiei iiij developments and irBiids ;_ (iii) 
emerging needs; and_ £iv) strategies of action to solve 
problems and to cope with new needs and requirements.

CHINA 

Background 

China began implemehtatioh of the prbJMclL, £PX/ 
80/P14 - Population Ediicatidh in 5ii6ndafy JSchools in 
1980 arid pbpulatiori education has been of fered in about 
6^000 nd.ddl€s _schQQiaL tO- over 6 million students. The 
experiences gained from 1980 to 1986 are summarized 
below. 

Develop ment 

Population education ill Chinese middle schools 
is vi^iwd as one mearis ^td fight against Jtradttibnai 
feudalistic ideology. The succiss of the programme 
would sigriify the triumph of science. 



Population education in middle schools is but 
one of the links in a chain of educational prdcessesi 
the success of which cariribt be realized wLthdut the 
firm support af the goverhmehtL jand ill^i^oicirnedi^ ^ 
well brgahlzed structure _bf the educational institu- 
tions at all levels could make the job easier. 

Continuing are the development of adequate arid 
innovative teachiiig materials arid riecessary .audio- 
visual materials; arid the trairiirig iiL admiriistratbrs 
arid teachers whb cbiild help ensure the success of popu- 
lation educatibh. 

The financial aid giv^n by UNFPAiiirid the very 
effective assistance rendered by the UNESCO Regibrial 
Team on Population Ediicatibri^ arid other: sLaff members 
of ROEAP have cbritributedsb much to the smooth imple- 
ment a tibh of the prbgramme in China. However » popula- 
tion education in China is still at the preliminary 
stage. Compared with the large pbpiilatibri arid vast 
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land, which China owns, there is much^or^ wrk to be 
done. there is still a long, long way to go if the 
medium-term objective of the total population being 
cohtalhed within the limit of 1,200 million by the end 
of the present century » is to be achieved. 



Seeds and requirements 

^ least 200iOOO teachers have to be trained 

in addition tb_ ihe 23^SQ_ already, traiiied during _ the 
last eight years. Therefore, more pedagogical insti- 
tutes should be involved. 

The: experience gained: by the pilot middle 
schools win have to be passed on to the other schools 
in diffjerenL provinces i Sharing of experiences sem- 
inars need to be conducted annually. ^A^tioii Audio- 
visual aids need to be developed to meet the needs of 
the ever-expanding education on population science. 

Pribrity should be given to the middle school 

students iii tfie_ iural area s^ . This ts because 70 per 
cent of the pdpuia^tibn is rural^ lJL_ia really hard 
to estimate how many more students need to be reached 
to make the programme a complete success in China. 

Evaluative research (e.g. :evalUatidn of impact) 

\d:ll also have tb_ be done In _ pilot schools as the 
students who have received ^pulatioi educatlcM^ 
of marriageable age and are getting mrried i Another 
workshop on monitoring, evaluation and evaluative re- 
search, needs to be conducted in the summer 1987, the 
third in the series. 



More training courses need to be organized for 
policy makers and lU.gh level administrators in differ^ 
ent_ provinces so that more funds can be raised from 
both _tlie iiaLibhal and provincial levels, and a 
stronger leadership ensured. 

there is also a need for. mbre i:iternat tonal 
exchanges through inter-country study visits . _ The 
technical assistance of the UNESCO Regional Team on 
Population Education and other staff members of ROEAP 
shall continue to be urgently heeded. 
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tastiy, but by no means less impdrtanti funds 
from UNFPA and the Chinese gdvernmeiit are decisive and 
essential to ensure success of pbpulatlih^ education 
at both the formal and libh-fbrmal education sectors.

Teaching has been carried, but using 
different teaching iieihbdblbg^ _id:th _ audib^visuai 
aids i posters ^and charts ^ as well as with field sur- 
veys i_ These methodologies have made the teaching of 
population education easier, more interestir^ and chal- 
lenging to students. Two prdvincial level and one 
overseas training workshops for key pbpulatibh. educa- 
tion teachers have beeiL brgahlzed-invblving 59 
teachers. At tlieL schbbl levels 244 teachers of other 
subiects were also trained in population education. 
So far, 2,250 students have been taught pdpulatidsl 
education. 

Needs 

There is a heed to adopt distant teaching ap- 
prdaches to enlarge the coverage bf pbpulatibn educa- 
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tidh,__e8iw^ctall3t lh_jrural areas^ over a relatively 
shorter period of time.

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- -- For the Pdpulatton Education Project, the 
Ministry of Health and Family Welfare is the nodal 
Ministry at the national level • The bepartment of 
Education in the Ministry of HUmaii Resource Develpptneiit 
is fespbhsible for ipplementatibh of the populatibii 
education prbiect in the^_ediLcatij>n^iectbr^__ popular 
tibh_ education proiect has _three_iatn _ co^onent s - _ the 
first in schools and the non-formal sector, the second 
in the adult education sector and the third in the 
university sector. 

Develbpaeiit » trends^ problems and strategies bf action

Needs 

In the sec id phase* classes XI and iCII are 
being brought under the projects Traditions being very 
strong in India, sex education has not beeii fbiind poss- 
ible i particularly iii the Ibver classes. Even open 
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propagation of famiiy planidng^i^ the period 1975-1977 
led xo a considerable back-lash. Therefore, the ma- 
teriala developed for classes I to X treat the subjec'c

Develdp B ent o , tren ds i iiroblems and strategies of action 

Most of the reconmu^ndations of the Regional 
Consultative Seminar in 1982 have been carried out at 
the national level although some have hot yet been 
fully Implenuehted due to somecohstraihts. fortunately ^ 
with the iaddltlonal feudgei^ f rom the HSEM and the ex- 
pansion _df the ration! population education programme 
within the Population Project ^f the World Bank IV, 
most of the activities in population education imple- 
mentation are covered which include the following: 

1. Training for headmasters^ supervisors and 
teachers__for the in-school programe; and 
facilitators, tutors and administrators 
of district learning centres. 

2. Production of instructional materials: 
reading books, teachers ' guide and audio- 
visual materials. 

3. Evaluation and research both for the in- 
schooi as well as for the out-of-school 
programmes . 

4. Expansion of the programme to varions pri^ 
vate institutions^^ and training centres of 
different ministries. 

5. Collaboration with various social organiz- 
ations in the implementation of population 
education in several education efforts 
including healthy income generating pro- 
jects ^ etc. 

6. Expansion of population edUcatlbtt into the 
"Madrasah" and "Pesahtreh" (Muslim institu- 
tion) activities. 
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7. Expansion, of ^irogrjome ihrdugh radio and 
television broadcasts and exhibitions on 
population education. 



Continuation <>f the ^forld Bank support and adai- 
tional budget from UNFPA will cover ^11 iJie jnain^icti^ 
vitles aentlohed. jiintiJL_1950. _ It ts^^xpected -tj5at_in 
the inrscfiobl progra^^_ by ifiat time, the prograBune 
sfaall-^ be fully tnstttuttcnalized, where population edu^ 
catjon shall become an integral part of the educational 
system.

These 
settlements typically. lack_ safe drinking water i sewage 
facilities^- electricity, end bthet_baslc_ services^ The 
overcr.'iwding and poverty in slums in ixirn cause poor 
health and malnutrition. Social conditions in slum 
areas are also a threat to physical and mental health.

Likewise, the use 
of other modern educational technblbgy, particularly 
video cassettes, in training and teaching is becoming 
increasingly popuLar ^ largely l>ii^iise it ts qulte cost- 
ef f ictive^ _ _ Hany^ country projects -have, therefore^ ac- 
quired .slide projectors, tape recorders, cameras, video 
cassette recorders and monitors; and in some countries 
sophisticated VTR systems have been purchased.

vices, employnusnt , social justice, etc. Is getting more 
serious. Unplanned population growth has contributed 
tc the prevalence of poverty in tlie region. It is 
estiJsated that about 40 per cent of families illve below 
the Jiviri^ _line^_ There are_ about 618 million adult 
illiterates in the region^- In addition^ there are 160 
million school age children i^ho have no access to edu- 
cational facilities. 

A review of the existing situation reveals that 
the fate at which, ilie adult pbpulatibri is gaiiiihg 
literacy-is out-stri|^ei l)y_ Jthe___rite_ 6£__pbpulatibn 
growth, and the continuing pfienomenoi of priMtry School 
drop-outs.

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Only a few cbuiitrles have successfully inte- 
grated population educdtibn concepts in literacy pror 
grammes^ and. In the primary sch6dl _curricilumi _These 
two prograraies _tS££- reach vast^ numbers, of young and 
adults. if population education messages are effec- 
tively mounted on them, the programme will enable mil- 
lions to acquire popUlatidii-related knowledge which 
could help them make rational decisions about their 
future fertility-related behaviour. 

Problem/ieeue. Therefore, the teaching- 
learning materials used in literacy and primary edu- 
cation classes in many countries have very little or 
no pppulatidii ediicatibh cdhcepts. In cdiintries where 
integratibh of these. cbncepi5_ has _ beeiL_ successfully 
achieved^ there_is sti£l_a Med-^ to_e alternative 
modes for integrating population education into APPEAL 
which would ensure formulation and dissemination of 
relevant populatidii educatidii messages tdj the target 
clientele df primary education and adult literacy 
prbgrammes.

The effectiveness of 
any prbgramme basically hinges bh the kiibwledgei skills i 
mbtlvattdn ani cbjBoiJLment of _tfieie_ who implement it 
in a. pbpulatibii education prbgra^e _ which _ seeks _ _ a 
change in attitude, there is a need for effective train- 
ing of teachers. 
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During the past iecaie^ jiimntries. 
with populatibh ^iduca^t£Qi_prQgri™es hav^ used differ- 
ent.^ modalities of training of teachers and other per- 
sonnei*- These tnciade face-to-face training, pr^er 
training, mollle training lr4ams, self-learning training 
modules, correspondence lessons i etc. The feedback 
received from the teachers and field worker afromsoTO 
cbiirtrles shows that iu many. cases there is no signifi- 
cant change Jtit the knowledge, attitudes and skills as 
a result of training in population education. The main 
reasons for such a situation are due to the relatively 
short duration of training prdgrammes^ lack of effect 
tive training materials and in some cases JLacJt of exper- 
tise of braiher s .

In mid^l985, the population of Asia and the 
Pacific was estimated at 2^818.2 milliph which con-

Added 
to this is U.S.S.R. which has a population of about 
278.6 million in mid'-1985. In a recent FAp spdhsdred 
study, it was estimated that abdUt 168 millidh people 
ill Asia are already living in areas where tfi^ land's 
carrying capacity _h5S_ been exceeded; .and ihaL about 
173 of the total of about 9de million hectares of Asian 
land is in the critical zones.

Role of population education 

It was: acknowledged that a multi-sectoral ap- 
proach is needed to curb rapid pdpulatibh growth and 
tb_ f bateiL i b€Ltter_ ^u^lity of _l±f e^ Ja£t£culaf_ empha^ 
sis was focused upoit the education sector because of 
the conviction that fertility behaviour is deeply 
rooted in people's socio-cultural values, and that edu- 
catidh is piie of the best intervention strategies for 
re-briehtihg values. Ah analysis bf the fertility 
decline in^^uripe showed that such was ilue t d a dra- 
matic change in cultural attitudes brought abbit by 
the industrial revolution. Since no such change is 
expected to happen in the near future in many develop- 
ing countries iii the region, it is hoped that pbpU- 
latioh educctibh could be used tb help trigger mbdifi-

It is also envisioned that population education 
can (i) help young people cope with adolescent- 
fertility related problems; (ii) address the spcib- 
econoMc implicatibns bf ageing pbpulatibh; and (iii) 
urbahizatibh/migratibh.

There are about 46 countries in Asia and the 
Pacific, of which 33 are members of UNESCO.

created a lot of interest in countries of the region, 
the set of slides and tapes has been adapted by many 
countries of the region for their own use. 

The Problem 

Maiiy educators are convinced that the use of 
slide aiid tape Is biie of the most effective ways of 
teaching pbpulatlbh education. Likewise^ the use of 
b ther_moderi jedxicat ibnal t echnblb^y^ particularly -videb 
cassette recorder j(V6R)^i^ training and teaching is 
becoming Increaslnglky popular, largely because it is 
cost-effective. Many country projects have, therefore, 
acquired slide projectors, tape recorders, cameras t 
VCRs and mbhltbrs; and in some countries sophisticated 

yCR systems -have, been purchased. HbweverL^ -there _ is 

stiii VMy -little ibftware- (e^g^ slides and -tapes and 
video cassette tapes) developed in countries of the 
region, this Is largely due to lack of know-how and/or 
expertise In the development of such software. The 
use of audlb-vlsual equipment has, therefore, hot beeii 
maximized. Hence ^ the heed fbr this reglbhal training 
wbrkshbp •

- The_^ffictiveness of a population educatipii 
prograEwne depends largely on the quality of the ma- 
terials developed for the target pbpulatibh. Ixivari- 
ably, the materials for the learners are_ developed by 
the prdjhect at the hatibnal level _and ire^ in some 
cases^ jirrelevaht ti _the Jiiat n^ and conditions 
of the learner 4^ In sonte^ cases, the materials deyeldped 
at the xegionai level are not utili7ed by the national 
projects because of the lack of expertise in adapting 
these materials to the needs and requiremeiit^ di_^ 
country. Many countries in the. jrigloiL lace the problem 
of dissemihatibn bf materials^ ^nd their proper utiliz- 
ation by the teachers and students. 

The Prdbl&h 

- Althbugh some couiitries in the region have 

prepared very good materials for the teachers and 
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thiy aM not fuiiy relevant to the education 
system in terms of their Integration into the textbooks, 
teacher training materials and exaMiiations. This is 
maiiily because of the fact that the subject experts 
and curriculum specialists do a good dijb in re^^^ 
tb_ the jemandsL o£^ the CQntent_6f _ population, education 
but have difficulty in r the content to the 

demands of the education system and needs of the 
learner. The Regional Consultative Seminar, therefore, 
felt it necessary that : curriculum developers in popu-

Thpugh the 
aggregate percentage of illiterates 1^ decreasing ^ the 
absolute number still cbnilhuesio grew ^ partly since 
the rate at which _iAe_ ad^lt- popuiat is gaining 
literacy is ant-stripped by the rate of population 
growth. It has also been shown that fertility is in- 
versely related to education (e.g. the higher the edu- 
cational attainment of parents ^ the smaller the family

- ^ Jully-cogni^ai:: of the problem of universalize 
ation_ of primary education CUPE) and eradication of 
illiteracy <EOI), the Fifth Regional Conference of 
Ministers of Education and Those Responsible for Ecohr 
omic Planning in Asia and the ^aclllc (HISEDAE VJ held 
in Bangkok lh_ Mar^ch„ 1985_ proposed inter alia the 
*auhchtng^_6f i Regional Programme for UPE and EOI. 
The fieenty-Third Session of the UNESCO General Con- 
ference (Sofia, 1985) endorsed the Regional Programme 
for UEP and EOI. A regional programme called the_"Asia- 
Pacific Programme for Education £diL_ All**, Jaccronym 
APPEAL) has been _cbhc_elvei^ developed and was to be 
formally launched in November 1986.

In some countries, the core messages of population edu-* 
cat ion have been integrated in tlie curricula of second- 
ary schools* but not in the primary school curricula, 
it- is td-be idted -that ihe. majority of- ^dung people 
leave school after completing pri even 
before. Likewise, in a few countries, population edu- 
cation core messages have been integrated in literacy 
programmes. Many more countries, however , have yet 
to ^realize that pdpulatidh education can contribute 
tdwards_^king^ literacy. 4)rx^rammes more relevant and 
functidnal. it is also to be ndted thatthe birth rate 
tends to be higher among the illiterates and neor 
literates which aggravates their already deplorable 
sbcid-ecbnbmic cbriditibhs.

'fSe efficient and effective ojperatibh of any 
project or programme depends to a large extent on the 
expertise of programme managers and directors in plan- 
ning and management. 

In many iiuhtriesM; people appointed or desig- 
nated as populatioii programme/pr^iect directors are 
bfteu specialists in certain disGipliiies such as social 
science^ science, education and pbpulatibiL education 
and/or experts in certain cbmpbhehts if. pibgraiSe oper- 
ation such as traihihgi curriculum^ research or evalu- 
atibh. Althbu^„t^hey^^ay_ hav^ experience and ex- 
posure _ tb„ planning and management at varying degrees t 
very _often_Jthey lack expertise in scientific plahhihg 
and management of population educatibn i)rbgramme4___lt 
has been observed that sbme bf the_ prbiect directors 
learn these skills in the course of time. But this 
may hbt happen IrL some jiountr ^ere there is a fast 
turnover at_iMcdiect d and middle level managers 

due to^ .promotion^ transfer or retirement . Because of 
the lack of expertise in planning and mahagemeht the 
qulity of implement atibh bf the project activities is 
adversely affected. 
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The Probtm 

While some efforts at the national level have 
beeiij macl^ to develop and/or enhance^ the competencies 
in planning and management of national and sub-hatidhal 
programme, directors, and managers _pdpulatlblL J&ducar 
ti6n^^- these. effort8__are -matn£y _directei_ towards t 
planning and management of separate programme compo^ 
nents, e.g. curriculiim development, training research 
and evaluation, library service , j and not on the plan- 
ning and management of the overall programme or project. 
Given thls^ limited experle^:^^ programme^ managers i esr 

pecialiy _at the __au&^^ level L^^ find, themselves 

handicapped in laanaging their programmes or projects. 
Consequently, the Implementation of the population edu- 
cation prdgramne is often jeopardized. It is, there- 
fore, proposed to organise a regional training workshop 
to develop process skills among hatibhal project direc- 
tors i_ahd_Mddle_level_mahagers_ih_plahnin^ and manage- 
ment of popuiation education programmes.
